EN. JOHN J. PERSHING 
(Gj vs an occasional visitor to 
St. Louis following World 
War I. Pershing avenue, for- 
merly Berlin avenue, was named 
in his honor, as was Pershing 
School, in University City. 

On his first visit to the city 
after the war, in December 
1919, Gen. Pershing put 
full day receiving honors and 
participating in ceremonies. He 


received a boisterous greeting |

Pershing cabled to the United 
States his recommendation that a 
call be made for 1,500,000 men. 
But when Foch, now invested with 
the supreme _ Allied command, 
urged the sending of American in- 
fantry and machine gun units, 
ahead of artillery and auxiliary 
for incorporation in the 
Allied forces, Pershing withstood 
him firmly. Foch sought to place 
on Pershing the responsibility for 
possible catastrophe, demanding, 
“Are vou willing to risk our be- 
ing driven back to the Loire?” 

“Yes,” said Pershing. “I am 
willing to take the risk More- 
over, the time may come when the 
American Army will have to stand 
the brunt of this war, and il 
vould not be wise to fritter away 
our resources in this manner. The 
morale of the British and French 
armies low, while that of the 
American Army very high it 
would be a grave mistake to give 
up the idea of building an Ameri- 
can Army in all its details as 
rapidly as possible.” 

Llevd George Clemenceau and 
Orlando of Italy joineu in the 
chorus of despair, Lloyd George 
asking, “Can’t you see that the 
war will be lost unless we get this 
support?” Pershing’s reply was 
that he had yielded to emergency 
demands as far as possible, and 
would not change his future pro- 
gram, “I have thought this over 
very deliberately, and will not be 
coerced,” was the announcement 
with which he ended the discus- 
sion.

Chateau Thierry. 

The tension began to be relieved 
when, at the beginning of June, 
the Third Division, U. S. A., lent 
by Pershing, stopped the German 
advance at Chateau Thierry. 
After this success, when Andre 

ardieu called on Gen. Pershing 
and commented adversely on the 
American Army staff - organiza- 
tion, the general “intimated that 
we had had quite enough of this 
sort of thing from the French.” 

In the latter part of July, with 
the Germans placed on the defen- 
sive and the Allies resuming of- 
fensive movements, and with more 
than 1,200,000 American. soldiers 
on French soil, Gen. Pershing be- 
gan to press, at Foch headquar- 
ters, for the formation of an 
American Army. He found it nec- 
essary to oppose suggestions of 
the Supreme War Council that 
American troops be diverted to 
Italy and to Russia. Pershing was 
convinced that the war was to be 
won on the west front, and he 
was determined that the American 
Army should be on that front in 
full force. Neither he nor the Al- 

lied commanders believed, in mid- 
summer of 1918, that the end 
could he reached before some 
time in 1919. 

As late as Aug. 12, King George 
of England, visiting the front. 
tactfully expressed the hope that 
some of the American units serv- 
ing with the British Army might 
remain there. Pershing, instead, 
had to ask Marshal Haig for re- 
lief of some of the American 4di- 
visions, to be incorporated into 
the American force to be used in 
reduction of the St. Mihiel salient.

“The United Nations, as you 
must know, is an organization of 
governments, whose decisions de- 
termine what the General Assem- 
bly and Security and other organs 
do or shall not do.

- There's Something About Those Telephone Radio Plays That Gets You

: NEW YORK, Juty 15. 
OMETHING ABOUT _ tele- 
§ phones brings out the best or 
possibly just the most morbid 
part of radio playwrights, those 
thwarted, two-dimensional artists. 
Lucille Filetcher’s “Sorry, Wrong 
Number.” an almost unbearably 
frightening half-hour monologue, 
is already a classic or as close 
to that status as radio ever gets. 


Recently another splendid little 
epic built arounc the terror and 
suspense of that instrument has 
been committed to the oblivion 
of productior The plot of this one 
is simple enough to seem’ in 
synopsis rather broad and obvi- 
ous—which the play wasn't. A 
woman vhose husband is con- 
demned to die in 20 minutes finds 
the letter. You know, the one that 
proves he didn’t do it. She devotes 
the rest of the program—right 
up to the N.B.C. chimes—in long 
distance calis, trying to get the 
Judge to call off the execution. 

The Judge is vacationing in 
San Francisco (the girl is in New 
York) and it develops he isn't 
stopping at the Golden | State 
Hotel, his usual haunt. His sis- 
ter’s house in Oakland doesn’t an- 
swer. So it goes, as the clock 
ticks away the minutes. I won't 
tell you the surprising and hec- 
tic finish because this play will 
very likely be revived and vou 
ought to hear it for yourself 

In addition to its rather patent 
\ispense, the story had a sinister 
and, in a gruesome way, Satiric 
air. dane. I think, to the employ 
ment of afl those familiar tele- 
phone noises.

No, Marriages Are NOT Made in Heaven 


Rather, in the High Schools, Maintains 


Dr. Paul Popenoe, 


Eminent Authority 


on Family Life—-Says Failures Caused 


Mainly by a Lack of Preparation

ARRIAGES are made, not in heaven but in high school, accord- 
ing to Dr. Paul Popenoe, eminent authority on marriage and 


family problems, 


director of the 


Los Angeles Institute of 


Family Relations, and, more recently, columnist whose advice appears 
in the Post-Dispatch. His column appears on this page today under 


the Martha Carr column. 


The failure of marriage, he be- 
lieves, is due, not as much to the 
emancipation of women, the cock- 
tail shaker, and Hollywood gin 
rummy, as to a lack of prepara- 
tion, and a few courses to fit 
young people for marital realities 
and responsibilities would do 
much to cut down this country’s 
high divorce rate. No matter what 
subject you get Dr, Popenoe onto 
—and he talks fluently on many— 
all conversational roads lead back 
to his thesis that it is easier to 
prevent an unhappy marriage 
years before it occurs than to 
patch it up afterwards.

relations. 

“We're making some progress in 
public education,” he “and 
every time I go out like this and 
meet teachers at summer 
sessions I hear about another 
high school that has added a 
course in marriage. But what we 
have to do is make it universal. 
At the present time five per cent 
are getting some education for 
marriage but the other 95 per 
cent are supplying the divorces 
and juvenile delinquents.”

stimulated by war time situations, 
Dr. Popenoe believes they con- 
tributed only a part. Like any 
epidemic, he points out, it will de 
cline after it has “killed all the 
susceptible people.” As for vet- 
erans’ marriages, “they should 
have their solution worked out by 
now.” But there are more basic 
reasons for our high divorce rate, 
among them the too-idealistic con- 
cept of marriage. 

“We have to combat continually 
the romantic complex that love is 
# mysterious visitation and after 
its advent you live a life of ef- 
fortiess ecstasy,” he smiles. “As 
soon as any effort does enter into 
it, it proves you got the wrong 
man so you'd better throw him out 
and try again 

“It's a hard thing for 
my own students discredit i 
he adds. “They agree with me on 
examination papers, but I some- 
times think they're privately con- 
vinced that I'm wrong and the 
movies are right. 

“Too many people expect com- 
plete perfection and if it isn’t per- 
fect they haven't time to work on 
it at all. Moreover, they haven't 
learned where to look for the dif- 
ficulties, It’s just as if you bought 
an automobile and if it got out of 
order you drove it to the junk 
heap instead of trying to fix it.”

Home, family, and the ability to 
find interests in home life are 
most conducive to a married 
woman’s happiness, Dr. Popenoe

“Too many women have been 
given no education to find self- 
expression in the home,” he says. 
“They've been brought up to feel 
that being at home is being con- 
demned to involuntary servitude 
and that all the fun is downtown. 
If they can get away from home 
they re happy.” 

One of the Institute’s contribu- 


tions toward educating young peo- 
ple in the realities of life is their 
pre-marital clinic in which en- 
gaged couples are given physical 
personality examinations, le« 

on sex problems, on bud- 
gets, and other problems. 

“We figure if you are going to 
play the game of life vou should 
know what cards you hold, and if 
you know what cards your partner 
aiso holds vou should play a pret- 
ty good game, provided you follow 
the rules.” 

Counseling is only one-third of 
the work of the Institute; the im- 
portant two-thirds, they feel, is 
in education, sending material to 
schools and churches and encour- 
aging classes. Flattered by their 
reputation as the Mayo Clinic of 
family problems, they neverthe- 
less prefer referring would-be pa- 
tients to local facilities and en- 
couraging the growth of those fa- 
cilities, often very meager. In St. 
Louis most persons are sent to 
a private psychological institute. 

“It’s too bad there aren’t more 
facilities available,” said Dr. Pop- 
enoe, “because the great part of 
the population won’t go to social 
work agencies. They could receive 
help there but they won't sit on 
wooden benches and inhale dis-

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infectant with a lot of charity 
patients. Many of the problems 
we get have to do with sex mal- 
adjustment. They're simple prob- 
lems of psychological re-education, 
not at all hard to handle, but 
the average doctor isn't qualified 
to deal with them and psychi- 
atrists are too busy helpiny per- 
sons genuinely mentally ill.

Popenoe started his career as 
a social biologist, specializing in 
heredity and eugenics. For many 
years the director of the child 
guidance clinic in Los Angeles. he 
started the Institute with some 
friends who recognize the needs of 
euch a place. 

With true evangelistic zeal, he 
usually has someone “interning” 
with him to learn how to open a 
counseling service of his own or 
to teach classes. Dr. Henry Bow- 
man, who has since made a name 
for himself for his excellent mar- 
riage course. at Stephens College 
is a Popenoe alumnus. The 
Popenoe staff is drawn from many 
fields, former public health 
nurses, social workers, clergymen, 
teachers, are on the staff. And 
while Dr. Popenoe believes in 
home and family for younger 
women, he believes in outside in- 
terests for older women, with the 
result that many of his best coun- 
selors are mature married women 
with grown families. 

“Counseling is as much an art 
as a science,” he says. “A PhD 
may be quite unqualified to coun- 
sel and the football coach may be 
very good at if.” 

in his private life, Dr. Popenoe 
practices what he preaches. Mar- 
ried for 28 years, he and his wife 
have four sons, a 26-year-old re- 
cently graduated from Bricky 
College and a junior engineer at 
Western Union; a 22-year-old at 
Antioch College: a 19-year-old at 
the University of California, but at 
present getting practical experi- 
ence in tropical agriculture by 
working on a pineapple plantation 
in Hawaii; and a 15-year-old in 
high school, who is interested in 
zoology.

the minor suit. True, North had 
gone back to three hearts when 
South first showed his diamond 
suit, but that was easily explained 
by North’s natural wish to play 
the hand at the cheaper major- 
suit contract. North felt that he 
had pushed a trifle on the first 
round, in answering one heart 
with two no trump; therefore he 
was naturally to give further en- 
couragement when South named 
his second suit. 

Later, however, when he was 
driven to it, North showed clear- 
ly, by bidding four diamonds over 
three spades and five diamonds 
over five clubs, that he really had 
a decided preference for the minor 
suit, and therefore South should 
either have accepted a five dia- 
mond contract, or, if he felt opti- 
mistic, should have gone on to a 
diamond slam.
